He was educated at Eton and Oxford 
and started his public career as a 
clerk in Hie war and foreign office. He 
served as secretary to Hie legation at 
Brussels. W ashington, Tokio, Merlin 
and Constantinople, charge d’affaires 
at Teheran, minister to Persia and 
m inister to Sweden. 
Later lie was 
first secretary at Cetrograd.

to

States in 1012. succeeding Viscount 
Bryce. 
He acted as best

Sugar beet refiners had their Inning 
before the commission in Los Angeles 
yesterday in the introduction of evi­ 
dence by growers who showed' condi­ 
tions more favorable to th e refiners 
than have the growers w ho have so 
far appeared before the commission. 
W. A. Rowe, a naigar beet grower 
in the Oxnard district, created a ripple 
of excitement a t the su g ar beet 
in­ 
quiry yesterday afiternoon 
when 
he 
testified that the company to which 
he sells his beets sen t its agriculturist 
to him, asked for an estim ate of pro­ 
duction cost, and sent it back to him 
after it had been submitted in detail, 
saying that it was not satisfactory. 
T he cost of various item s 
such 
as 
plowing and harvesting was said to be 
entirely too high. 
This piece of testim ony 
came 
to 
light when S. It. Pidduek of Oxnard 
asked the commission to not take in­ 
to consideration any 
growing 
cost 
statement!* that might lie submitted 
by the sugar companies unless the 
ranchers involved by th e statem ents 
were on hand to say w hether or not 
they gave such statem ents voluntarily 
and vouched for their accuracy. 
He 
was told th at all 
such 
statem ents 
would be gone over with the ranchers. 
H e raised the point th at the ranchero 
involved might not be in attendance. 
Then he asked th a t Rowe be given 
a chance to tell about tile cost sheet 
that was secured from him. 
“ When the beet company agricul­ 
turist or field agent cam e and asked 
mo to submit a production cetimate I 
worked one out and sent it in at once. 
Within a day or tw o it cam e back and 
I was asked to m ake out another one.
